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PREFACE. 


TN  this  Digest  will  be  found   all  the  Statutes  recognizing^ 

enforang,  creating^  or  in  an jwise  aflecting  the  CSommon  and 
Statute  Laws  relating  to  the  seyeral  kinds  and  degrees  of  Felonies 
and  Misdemeanors  committed  within  the  Realm  of  England,  its 
Colonies  and  other  Dependencies,  as  well  a^  upon  the  High 
Seas,  which  are  punishable  in  Courts  of  (lecord  corporally  and 
otherwise. 

No  Work,  it  is  believed,  has  erer  yet  appeared  containing  the 
whole  Criminal  Statute  Law  of  England ;  and  as  the  various 
Acts  rdating  thereto  are  dispersed  (necessarily  without  any  uni- 
fomiity)  through  the  numerous  volumes  of  thje  printed  Statutes, 
tlie  Search  for  particular  Acts  frequently  becomes  arduous  even 
to  Professors  of  the  Law. 

It  is  observable  in  the  most  correct  Works  on  this  subject, 
that  a  very  small  Portion  of  the  enacting  Part  of  the  Statute 
is  set  forth :  the  Preamble,  which  is  undoubtedly  a  most  material 
Part  of  the  Act,  is  generally  omitted ;  the  detail  of  other  Parts  so 
diortened,  that  no  correct  judgment  can  be  formed  of  the  intent 
of  the  Legislature  in  framing  the  Law;  and  the  Statutes  enforc- 
ing, reviving,  continuing,  or  making  perpetual  former  Laws,  are 
in  many  instances  wholly  omitted,  or  but  slightly  noticed.  - 

To  remedy  these  Inconveniences  and  supply  such  Defici- 
encies is  the  object  of  this  Work ;  but  the  selection  includes  only 
Statutes  the  Proceedings  upon  which  are  strictly  Criminal,  and 
those  which  impose  Fines  alone  (recoverable  by  Action  of  Debt 
or  other  similar  Process),  unaccompanied  by  Disabilities  or  Cor- 
poral Ponishment,  upon  the  Omission  of  any  Act  directed  to  be 
peifonned,  or  on  tl^e  Commission  of  any  illegal  or  prohibited 
Act^  have  not  in  general  been  inserted  in  this  Collection ;  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  instances,  wherein  it  was  judged  necessaiy^ 
to  Aew  the  whole  Operation  of  the  Statutes  made  upon  the 
lame  subject. 
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IV  l»REFACE. 

Koturithstanding  the  Alphabetical  and  Analytic  Arrange* 
ment  of  this  Digest,  yet  great  care  has  been  taken  so  to  select  die 
Titles  as  fo  bring  together  the  whole  Law  relating  to  each  subject: 
to  facilitate  reference  and  simplify  detail  has  also  been  a  main 
object  in  the  execution  of  this  Work,  and  to  attain  these  de- 
sirable ends  the  principal  Titles  haye  been  divided  under  general 
Heads,  and  again  subdivided  into  Sections ;  by  which  means  the 
several  degrees  of  similar  Ofiences  have[been,  it  is  hoped,  brought 
•  more  readily  into  view,  repetition  has  become  unnecessary,  and 
too  strict  a  classification  been  avoided* 

In  numerous  instances,  where  the  text  c^  the  earlier  printed 
Editions  of  the  Statutes  appeared  incorrect,  it  kas  been  (corrected 
by  reference  to  the  Authentic  Edition. 

Having  thus  noticed  the  Principles  whereon  the  Work  has 

been  compiled,  and  the  Mode  in  which  it  has  been  endeavoured 

to  be  carried  into  effect,  it  may  not  perliaps  be  thought  uir^ 

necessary  to  give  a  short  detiul  of  the  Contents  of  the  principal 

*  titles  in  these  Volumes. 

Under  the  first  considerable  one  which  occurs,  namely,  Arson, 
has  been  placed  all  the  Statutes  punishing  the  Ofience  of  mali- 
ciously setting  fire  to  or  burning  Dwelling  Houses  or  other 
Buildings,  Cocks,  Mows,  Ricks,  or  Stacks,  &c.  of  Com,  Hay, 
Straw,  or  Wood.  Under  Artificers,  and  Division  IV.  of 
MANVFACTORf  ES,  wiU  be  found  the  punishment  c£  the  Ofiences  of 
enticing  Artificers  to  quit  the  Country,  and  of  expofting  manu- 
&cturing  Tools,  Models,  and  Utensils.  Tide  Assault  contains 
the  Statutes  punishing  such  Ofiences  as  come  under  that  Head, 
namely,  felonious  and  malicious  Assaults  by  shootings  &C4 
cutting  and  stabbing ;  felonious  Assaults  on  Persons  wrecked, 
with  intent  to  rob;  on  Privy  Couasellors;  by  Mariners  on 
their  Commander;  and  on  Master  Woolcombers  by  their  Jour- 
neymen ;  Assaults  (hot  being  felonious)  with  intent  to  tear  or 
injure  Clothes;  in  Churches  and  Palaces;  on  Members  of 
Parliament;  on  Judicial  Ofiicers  acting  in  the  Preservation  of 
Wrecks,  &c. ;  and  on  account  of  Money  won  at  Play.  The 
Titles  Bakk  of  England,  Division  III.  i.  of  Forcert,  and 
Division  XX.  i.  of  Larceny  and  Robbery,  contain  all  the  Sta- 
tutes  fi*amed  to  protect  that  Corporation  from  Fraud,  and  punish- 
ing their  Servants  for  Misconduct.  Under  Black  ^Acr  are  to  be 
found  the  Provisions  of  that  Statute  at  length.  The  Titie 
Bullion  and  Plate  contains  an  Arrangement  of  all  the  Acts 
relating  to  the  Standard  of  Gold  and  Silver;   punishing  the

and  Plate^  and  of  ^ding  Copper  or  Lattai  Wares.    The  Regu* 

ladoDs  for  the   safe   Custody  of  Buovaparts  will  be  found 

under  that  Title.    Under  the  head  Cattle  are  contained  the 

several  Acts  for  punishing  the  Larceny  of^  or  maliciously  kiUing 

<ir  mainungy  &c.  thereof;  relative  to  the  Restitution  of  stolen 

Horses,  and  to  prevent  the  Exportation  of  Rams,  Sheqi-  and 

Lambs.    Under  the  Tide  Clergt  (Benefit  of)  will  be  found 

the  Statutes  relating  thereto.    Under  Coal  Works  are  inserted 

tiiie  Laws  punishing  the  setting  on  fire  or  drowning  Coal  Mines, 

&C. ;  the  demolishing  or  injuring  Machineiy  used  in  Collieries ; 

and  the  seducing  Colliers  to  quit  the  Kingdom.   Coin  shews  all 

the^  Statutes  protecting  the  Currency  of  this  Kingdom,  against 

the  £]q)ortation  of  the  same^  and  punishing  the  counterfeiting  of 

Foreign  Coin,  and  the  Importation  or  unlawful  Possession  of 

die  same.    Under  the  Title  East  India  Company  are  placed 

the  Statutes  enabling  the  Court  of  Kii^s  Bench  to  hear  and 

determine  in  England  Offences  committed  within  our  Eastern 

Possessions.    False  Pretences  contains  the  Lows  relating  to 

those  Offences.    Under  the  several  Divisions  of  Forgery  are 

the  Statutes  relating  to  that  Crime.    Game  contains  the  Laws 

for  the  Protection  thereof,  the  breach  of  which  is  made  Felony 

or  Misdemeanor.    Under  Homicide  are  placed  the  Statutes 

punishing  Petty  Treason,  Murder  (in  England  and  Abroad)  and 

the  Accessaries  thereto^  Murder  of  Bastards,  and  Manslaugl^ter; 

the  Statute  of  stabbing;   Homicide  by  overloading  Boats  on 

the  Thames ;  and  by  Foresters  in  killing  Trespassers ;  Appeah 

of  Murder,  Trial,  Judgment,  and  Forfeiture  iii  Cases  of  Murder 

and  Manslaughter. 

In  the  Selections  under  the  Title  Larceny  and  Robbery  (as 

comprehoiding  so  large  a  branch  of  the  Criminal  Law)  great 

pains  have  been  taken  so  to  arrange  the  several  Divisions  and 

Sections  as  to  shew  the  various  Crimes,  thdr  Degrees  and 

Punishments ;  and  dierefore  under  this  Head  appear  all  the 

Statutes  relating  to  Larceny  and  Robbery  in  Dwelling  Houses, 

&C. ;  in  Omrches^  Chiqpels,   and  other  Hofy  Places ;  in  any 

Booth  or  Tent  in  Fairs  or  Markets ;  from  the  Person  in  or 

near  the  Highway  or  elsewhere;  Larceny  privately  in  any  Houses 

Warehouse,  Coach-house,  or  Stable;  of  Lead,  Iron,  or  other 

Metal  or  Utensil,  and  of  Trees  fixed  to  the  Freehold;  in  SnipSf 

on  Wharfi,  &c.  and  firom  Vessels  wrecked,  &c. ;  from  Bleaching 

Crofts,  Racksy  or  Tenters,  and  of  Wool,  &c.  left  out  to  diy;  and 
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in  ManufiictcHries ;  in  Northern  Counties  by  taking  Black  Moili 
Larceny  irom  the  Person;  taking  or  decoying  away  Gbildrenundet 
Ten  Years  of  Age ;  Larceny  of  Records  and  Choses  in  Action 
robbing  the  Mail,  and  Larceny  of  Letters  and  Packets  sent  by 
the  Post;  stealing  or  emb^isling  Public  Stores;  breaking 
into  any  Mine^  &c  of  Black  Lead ;  Larceny  of  Fish  in  Rivers, 
&c.;  of  Oysters,  &c«  in  the  Lays;  by  Lodgers;  EmbesBzlement 
and  Larceny  by  Servants  in  general,  and  of  the  Bank  and  other 
Public  Companies  in  particular,  and  by  Public  Officers :  Acces- 
caries  to  Larceny  and  Robbery ;  Trial  of  Offenders  found  with 
the  stolen  Property  in  a  foreign  County,  and  the  Restitution  of 
stolen  Goods. 

Mixiaotrs  Ikjuries  comprize  die  Acts  punishing  the  De- 
stmctipn  of  INunpike  Houses,  Gates,  ftc  and  Locks  and  other 
Works  on  navigable  Rivers ;  in  respect  to  the  drainage  of  certain 
'  Lands ;  cutting  down  the  Heads  ofTonds,  or  other  Waters,  or  of 
Conduits;  to  barking  Fruit  Trees,  and  other  similar  Ofifences, 
the  Description  of  which  would^  if  not  classed  together  nnder 
some  one  appropriate  Head,  have  necessarily  led  to  numerous  Re- 
petitions. Under  Makufactohies  are  all  the  PkY>visions  made 
agaixist  injuring  tiiesame,  or  breaking  into  such  Places  with  intent 
to  steal,  or  destroy  Frames  or  Goods  therein;  the  Embezzle* 
ment  of  manu&cturing  Materials  by  Persons  intrusted  there- 
with, the  unlawful  receipt  of  the  same  by  others,  and  the 
Punishment  of  certain  Artificers  voluntarily  quitting  the  Kin^ 
dom  to  practise  their  Trades  abroad.  Tide  Mayh£M  contains 
the  Statutes  relating  to  the  Punishment  of  the  different  l^ecies 
of  that  Offence.  Under  the  Tide  Navt  are  the  Articles  thereof 
-  ihe  Constitution  of  and  other  Provisions  relating  to  Naval  Courtft 
Martials,  and  the  Regulations  for  punishing  Disturbances  in  the 
,  Dock  Yards.  The  Enactments  against  taking  unlawful  Oaths 
wfll  be  found  under  that  Head ;  and  all  the  Offences  relating 
to  PiRACT,  Accessaries  to,  and  Trial  of  the  same,  are  digested 
bnder  that  Title.  Tide  Public  Stores  contains  the  Statutes 
punishing  the  Burning  or  Destruction  thereof.  The  Quaran- 
tine Laws  are  placed  under  that  Head.  Offences  committed 
against  Women  and  Infents  by  Abduction,  Rape,  and  the 
Administration  of  Poison  or  other  destructive  Substance  with 
intent  to  procure  Miscarriage,  will  be  found  under  Tides  Rafe 
and  WomeIt. 

The  Offences  against  Religion  (classed  under  that  Ude) 
having  in  numerous  Instances  become  obsolete,  or  been  con- 
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ditionally  siiq>ended  by  the  Operadan  of  later  Statatea^it  has  not 
bem  thought  necessary  to  insert  all  the  Acts  relating  thereto 
at  l^igth.  Rbtekus  contains  the  Regulations  for  preventing 
Smuggling,  the  Breach  whereof  subjects  the  Offender  to  punish- 
ment for  Felony  or  otherwise  corporally,  and  agabst  Forgeries 
and  Peijuries  relative  to  the  Duties  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
The  OSoKe  of  personating  Sbamsk,  or  committing  other  Acts 
to  defiaud  them  of  Wages  and  Prize  Money,  ^appear  under 
that  Title.  The  Acts  rehiting  to  Seditious  Meetings  and 
Societies  are  placed  under  the  Head  of  Sedition.  Tide  Ships 
oonqiarizes  theOfiences  of  wilfully  casting  away,  &c.  any  Vessel^ 
setting  fire  to  Ships  of  War^  &c.,  plundering  Vessels  wrecked^ 
Icguries  to  Moorings  of  Vessels  in  diiSferent  Situations^  and  the 
riotous  Obstruction  by  Keelmen,  Seamen  or  others,  of  the  load- 
ing of  Vessels,  or  setting  fire  to  the  same.  The  Title  Slavs 
Trade  contains  the  Statutes  regulating  and  ultimately  abolish- 
ing and  prohibiting  tlie  same.  Under  the  Head  of  Soldiers  will  - 
be  found  the  last  annual  Mutiny  Acts,  for  punishing  Mutiny 
and  Desertion  in  the  Army  and  the  Roytd  Marine  Forces ;  the 
Oflfence  of  enlisting  into  Foreign  Service ;  and  of  personating 
Officers,  Pet^  Officers,  Soldiers,  and  Marines,  or  com* 
mitliiig  other  acts  to  defraud  them  of  their  Wages,  &c.  The 
Sf^f^  punishing  the  sending  of  Threatenimg  Lxttbrs  are 
inserted  under  that  Head ;  as  are  all  the  Laws  relating  to  the 
TRAVspoRTAfKnr  or  other  Judgment  against  Felons  under 
that  Titk.  The  several  Species  of  Trsasok,  as  declared 
and  defined  by  Statute ;  Mi^nrision  of  Treason  ;  and  the  Wi^ 
nesses,  Trial>  Judgment,  Outlawry,  and  Forfeiture  in  Treason^ 
ai^  digested  under  that  Title. 

The  Works  as  may  well  be  ^pected^  ccmtains,  besides  the 
Titles  and  Subjects  here  mentioned,  numerous  others  which  will 
be  fiwnd  under  appropriate  Heads* 

Perhaps  some  of  the  Statutes  to  be  found  in  this  Collection 
may  not  be  thought  to  come  strictly  within  the  Plan  of  this 
Work :  their  Operation  and  general  Utility  however  has  been 
deemed  a  suffident  reason  for  their  Insertion* 

A  Review  of  the  whole  of  the  Criminal  Statute  Law  will 
shew  many  inconsistaicies,  some  of  which  are  noticed  in  the 
Bod^  of  this  Work,  and  one  Instance,  whereof  occurs  in  the 
last  general  Mutiny  Acts,  59  G.  S.  c.  9.  (s,  128,  15S%  and 
59  O.  S.  c.  10.  s.  86 ;  whereby  Persons  guilty  of  some  Ofiences 
^edfied  in  those  Sections  may  be  sientenced  ta  stand  in  the 
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Pillory,  notwithstanding  the  Statute  66  6.  3.  c.  138.  had  pi^^ 
viously  abolished  that  Punishment  in  all  Cases  but  those  of 
Perjury  and  Subornation  thereof. 

Upon  the  Publication  of  the  First  Part  of  this  Work,  the 
"^  Compiler  ventured  a  few  Observations  on  the  deficiency  of 
some  Parts  of  the  Criminal  Law,  and  to  suggest  the  necessity 
of  some  Provisions  being  made  to  remedy  the  same ;  in  addition 
to  wliich  he  trusts  he  will  escape  the  charge  of  Presumption,  in 
alluding  to  one  part  of  those  Laws  which  appears  to  require 
amendment.  • 

The  Statute  43  G.  3.  c.  58.  (s.  3).  enacts,  that  the  Trials 
of  Women  charged  with  the  Murder  of  any  Issue  of  their 
Bodies  Male  or  Female,  which  being  bom  alive  .  would  by 
Law  be  Bastard,  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  Rule^  of  Evi- 
dence and  of  Presumption  as  are  by  Law  used  and  allowed  in 
respect  to  other  Trials  for  Murder :  and  then  (by  s.  4.)  provides 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Jury  by  whose  Verdict  any  Pri- 
soner charged  with  such  Murder  as  aforesaid  shall  be  acquitted^ 
to  find,  in  case  it  shall  so  appear  in  Evidence,  that  the  Prisoner 
was  delivered  of  such  Issue  of  her  Body,  and  that  she  did,  by 
aecretly  buiying  or  otherwise,  endeavour  to  conceal  the  Birth 
thereof;  and  diat  thereupon  the  Court  may  adjudge  that  such 
Prisoner  shall  be  committed  to  the  Common  Gaol  or  House  of 
Correction  for  any  Time  not  exceeding  Two  Years. 

This  Statute  therefore  does  not  appear  to  authorize  the 
Trial  of  a  Woman  for  the  Concealment  of  the  Birth  of  her 
Bastard  Child,  unless  there  is  in  the  first  instance  sufficient 
JBvidence  to  justify  the  finding  against  her  of  a  Bill  for  Mordar ; 
such  .Concealment  not  being  made  a  substantive  Oflence  by  the 
Statute.  The  Compiler  has  }^een  informed  by  Magistrates  and 
Coroners  of  the  Occurrence  in  numerous  instances  of  such  Con- 
cealment, but  wherein  there  not  being  Evidence  sufficient  to 
raise  the  Presumption  of  Murder,  the  Delinquents  escaped 

Punishment. 

In  a  Work  of  this  nature  it  is  but  too  probable  that  the  ex- 
istence of  some  errors  and  inaccuracies  will  be  detected :  but 
from  the  attention  bestowed  in  its  formation,  the  Compiler  -trusts 
they  will  not  be  found  either  numerous  or  very  material  in 
their  nature ;  those  already  discovered  are  noticed  at  the  end  of 
the  Second  VsrU 

The  CompUer  flatters  himself  that  the  utility  of  this  Digest 
will  be  obvious :  by  the  perusal  of  it,  the  Commumty 
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a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  aeveral  Branches  of  the  Crimmal 
Law  here  selected ;  it  will  enable  Justices  of  the  Peace  readily 
to  beoome  acquainted  with,  and  refer  to  eveiy  Statute  requisite 
to  be  known  in  the  Exercise  of  this  Branch  of  their  Jurisdiction ; 
and  that  the  Plan  on  which  it  has  been  executed,  will  render 
it  a  iisefiil  Companion  at  the  Assizes  and  Sessions. 

The  Work  has  been  brought  down  to  the  close  of  the  last 
Session  of  Parliament,  and  a  short  Appendix  added,  containing 
such  Statutes  as  were  not  ^published  in  sufficient  Time  ibr 
Insertion  in  the  Body  of  the  Work.

any  Servant  or  Slare  without  the  consent  of  the  Owner,  or  the 
carrying  off  from  thence  any  other  Person  or  Persons  whatso- 
ever, until  such  Person  shall  have  taken  out  his  Ticket  from  the 
Secretary's  Office  within  such  respective  Colony  or  Plantation, 
in  such  manner  and  under  such  Penalties  and  Forfeitures  as  in

Laws,  and  for  reducing  them  into  one  uniform  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment," it  is  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the  25th  Dec.  1 749, 
die  Stat.

The  Statote  1  0. 1.  st  S.  e.  25.  intituled,  <<  An  Act  to  pnvent 
Dbturbances  by  Ssamen  and  others,  and  to  preserve  the  Stores 
belonging  to  his  Majesty's  Navy  Royal,  and  also  for  explaining 
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an  Act  for  the  better  preTenting  the  Embes^Jlenieot  of .  his  Ma- 
jesty's Stores  of  War,"  &c.  recites  that  **  whereas  divers  Fight- 
iiigBy  Quarrellings,  and  Disturbances  do  often  happen  in  and 
about  his  Majesty's  Offices,  Yards,  and  Stores  belonging  to  his 
Majesty's  Royal  Navy,  and  freqnent  Differences  and  Disorders  are 
occasioned  in  and  about  the  Office  of  his  Majesty's  Treasury  of 
the  Navy  on  Pay  Days  in  Lond<Hi,  Portsimouthy    and  other 
Places  of  meeting  for  the  service  of  the  said  Navy,  by  the  unrea* 
sonaUe  tiirbuleney  of  Seamen  and  others  attending  on  or  relating 
to  that  Service,  or  their  creditors,  or  by  the  rudeness  of  the 
Officers  intrusted  with  hb  Majesty's  Stores  on  Land,  or  iQ  his 
Royal  Shipti,  when  they  are  questioned  by  the  Principal  Officers 
and  Commissioneffs  of  the  said  Navy  either  for  Negikct  or  Em- 
bezzlement of  his  Majesty's  Provisions,  Ammunition,  or  othf^r 
Equipage  of  the  Navy  under  their  charge,  not  only  to  the  Dis* 
turbance  of  the  Peace,  but  sometimes  to  the  danger  and  hindrance 
of  Ids  Miyesty's  Sei-vice,  both  in  point  of  husbanding  his- Ma- 
jesty's Revenue  and  also  in  the  diqiatch  of  the  Ships,  on  which 
the  honour  and  saliety  of  his  Majesty  and  Kingdohi  so  much 
depend ;  which  inconveniences  require  a  speedier  remedy  than 
the  ordinary  course  of  justice,  the  parties  accused  or  ofiending 
being  many  times  bound  to  sea,  and  the  principal  Officers  and

II.  Accessaries  in  Piracy, 

Whereiis  evil-disposed  persons  in  the  Plantations  and  elae<^ 
where  have  contributed  much  towards  the  increase  and  enoon- 
ragement  of  Purates  by  setting  them  fbrth^  and  by  aiding,  abetting, 
receiving,  and  concealing  them  and  their  goods ;  and  there  being 
some  d^BCtB  in  the  Laws  for  bringing  such  evil-disposed  per* 
sons  to  condign  Punishment,  be  it  enacted,  that  all  and  every 
person  and  persons  whatsoever  who,  afier  29  Sept  1700,  shall, 
either  on  the  Land  or  upon  the  Sea»  knowingly  or  wittingly  set 
forth  any  Pirate,  or  aid  and  assist,  or  maintain,  procure,  com* 
mand,  counsel,  or  advise  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  to 
do  or  commit  any  Piracies  or  Robberies  upon  the  Seas,  and 
such  person  and  persons  shall  thereupon  do  or  commit  any  such 
Piracy  or  Robbery,  that  then  all  and  every  such  person  or  per* 
sons  whatsoever  so  as  aforesaid  setting  forth  any  Pirate,  or  aiding 
assisting,  maintaining,  procuring^  commanding^  counselling  or 
advising  the  same,  either  on  the  Land  or  upon  the  Se%  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  declared,  and  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be 
Accessary  to  such  Piracy  and  Robbery  done  and  oommitted ;

c  15.]  AS  the  Prindpalsof  such  Piracies  and  Robberies  may  and 
oo^t  to  be,  and  no  otherwise;  and  being  thereupon  attainted, 
shall  sofier  snch  pains  of  Death,  lotees  of  Lands,  Goods,  and  Chat-  * 
tels,  and  in  like  manner  as  the  Principals  of  such  Piracies,  Rob- 
beries, and  Felonies,  ought  to  suffer  according  to  the  said  Sta« 
tute  [of  28  H.  8.]  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and  continue 
in  foQ  force,  any  thing  in  this  present  Act  contained  to  the  con- 
trtiy  notwidistanding.

Forasmuch  as  Thieves  and  Robbers  are  much  encouraged  to 
commit  such  Offences  (1 )  because  a  great  number  of  persons  make 
it  their  trade  to  deal  in  the  buying  of  stolen  Goods;  be  it  there- 
fore enacted,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  buy  or  receive 
any  Goods  or  Chattels  that  shall  be  feloniously  taken  or  stolen 
from  any  other  person,  knowing  the  same  to  be  stolen,  he  or 
they  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  an  Accessary  or  Accessaries  to 
such  Felony  after  the  Fact,  and  shall  incur  the  same  Punishment 
as  an  Accessary  or  Accessaries  to  the  Felony  after  the  Felony 
committed.  S  W.  &  M.  c*  9*  s.  4*. 

This  Act  was  continued  by  4,  5  W.  &  M.  c.  24.  s.  13.  and  made 
perpetual  by  6, 7  W.  3.  c.  14.  s.  1. 

Forasmuch  as  the  counsellers  and  contrivers  of  Theft  and 
other  Felonies,  and  the  Receivers  of  Goods  that  have  been 
stolen,  are  the  principal  cause  df  the  conunission  of  such  Felonies, 
and  as  the  Law  now  is,  no  Accessary  can  be  convicted  or  suffer

1.  recites  that  <<  whereas  the  per^ 
nicious  practice  of  stealing  Lead,  Iron,  Copper,  Brass,  Bell- 
metal,  dnd  Solder,  fixed  to  or  lying  or  being  in  or  upon  Houses, 
Outhouses,  Mills,  Warehouses,  Workshops,  and  other  Build- 
ings, Areas,  Vaults,  Yards,  Gardens,  Orchards,  or  other  Places, 
Bad  also  the  stealing  of  such  Materials  from  Ships,  Barges, 
Lighters,  Boats,  and  other  Vessels  and  Craft,  upon  navigable 
Rivers,  in  Ports  of  entry  or  discharge.  Creeks,  and  Docks  be^ 
longing  thereto,  and  also  from  off  Wharfs,  Keys,  and  other 
Places,  is  become  a  great  and  notorious  evil,  by  reason  of  the 
(lifBculQr  in  apprehending  and  convicting  the  Thievesy.and  the 
still  greater  difficulty  of  discovering  and  convicting  the  Buyers 
or  Receivers  thereof,  which  Buyers  or  Receivers  are  the  princi- 
pal cause  of  the  commission  of  such  Thefts ;  and  in  regard  that 
the  said  Offices  are  committed  in  such  close  and  clandestine 
manner  that  there  can  be  no  Witness  or  Witnesses  to  the  same 
but  such  who  is  or  are  partakers  of  the  Offence :  And  whereas 
if  the  Buyers  and  Receivers  of  Lead,  Iron^  Copper,  Brass,  BelU 
metal,  cr  Solder,  knowing  or  having  reasonable  cause  to  suspect 
the  same  to  be  stolen  or  unlawfully  come  by,  were  made  origi- 
nal Offenders,  and  punishable  independent  of  the  apprehension 
and  conviction  of  the  Thief;  and  if  the  apprehending,  prose- 
cutii^,  and  convicting  the  Ofienders  in  both  kinds  were  ren- 
dered more  easy  and  speedy,  it  might  more  effectually  tend  to 
the  discovery  and  suppression  t>f  the  said  Qflfences  f  and  then 
'*  for  remedy  thereof,"  enacts,  that  from  and  after  the  Furst  of  Penont  know- 
October  1 756,  every  person  who  shall  buy  or  receive  any  Lead,  JjSJilSirSM 
I^'on,  Copper,  Brass^  Bell-metal,  or  Solder,  knowing  the  same  leMi,  iroa,  cop- 
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per,i>raa,  wi-  f©  be  unlawfully  come  by,  or  shall  privately  buy  or  receive  aav 
ihaUbetnns-  Stolen  Lead,  Iron,  Cof^r,  Brass,  Bdl-metal^  or  Solder,  by 
pwtodfer  u      suffering  any  Door,  Window,  or  Shutter  to  be  left  open  or  ua- 

fitttened  between  sun-setting  and  sun-rising  for  that  purpose^  or 
shall  buy  or  recdve  the  same,  or  any  of  tbem^  at  any  time  in 
any  clandestine  manner  from  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever, 
shall,  being  thereof  convicted  by  due  course  of  Law,  although  the 
principal  Felon  or  Felons  has  not  or  have  not  been  convicted  of 
stealing  the  same,  be  tianq)orted  for  Fourteen  Years  to  any  of 
his  Majesty's  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  America,  according  Ut 
the  Laws  in  force  for  the  Transportadon  of  Felons.

Reciting  that  the  Holy  Sacrament  had  been  of  late  mar« 
vellously  abused  by  certain  men,  who  of  wickedness  or  else  of 
ignorance  and  want  of  learning,  for  certain  abuses  theretofore 
committed  of  some  in  misusing  thereof,  had  condemned  in  their 
hearts  and  speech  the  whole  thing,  and  contemptuously  depraved, 
despised,  or  reviled  the  same  holy  and  blessed  Sacrament,  and  not 
only  disputed  and  reasoned  unreverently  and  ungodly  of  that  most 
high  Mystery,  but  also  in  their  Sermons,  Preachings,  Readings, 
Lectures,  Communications,  Arguments^  Talks,  Rhymes,  Songs, 
Plays,  or  Jests,  named  or  called  it  by  such  vile  and  unseemly 
Words  as  Christian  Ears  did  abhor  to  hear  rehearsed;  for 
reformation  whereof,  it  is  enacted,  that  whatsoever  person  shall 
deprave,  despise,  or  contemn  the  said  most  blessed  Sacrament  in 
contempt  thereof,  by  any  contemptuous  Words,  .or  by  any 
Words  of  depraving,  despising,  or  reviling,  or  what  person  shall 
advisedly  in  any  otherwise  contemn,  despise,  or  revile  the  said 
blessed  Sacrament,  tliat  then  he  shall  su£Fer  Imprisonment  <^ 
his  Body,  and  make  Fine  and  Ransom  at  the  King's  will ;  and 
thlit  the  Justices  of  Peace  or  Three  of  them  at  the  least,  whereof

Permit;  every  person  so  offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted, 
shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony,  and  shall  suffer  Death  as  a 
Felon  without  Benefit  of  Clergy,  s.  9. 

And  be  it  further  declared  and  exacted,  that  if  any  person 
shall,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  Majesty^  falsely  make,  forge, 
counterfeit,  or  alter,  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  falsely  made, 
forged,  counterfeited,  or  altered,  or  willingly  assist  in  falsely 
making,  forging,  counterfeiting,  or  altering  any  Debenture,  or 
any  Certificate  for  the  Payment  or  Return  of  any  Money,  or 
any  Part  of  any  such  Debenture  or  Certificate,  or  any  Signature 
thereon,  in  any  Case  in  which  such  Debenture  or  Certificate  is 
by  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  Duties  of 
Customs  or  Excise  required  or  directed  to  be  given  or  granted ; 
or  shall  wilfiilly,  with  such  intent  as  aforesaid,  utter,  publish,  or 
make  use  of  any  such  Debenture  or  Certificate,  or  Part  .thereof 
so  being  wholly  or  in  part  falsely  made,  forged,  counterfeited, 
or  altered;  every  person  so  offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted, 
shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony,  and  shaU  sufier  Death  as 
a  Felon  without  Benefit  of  Clergy.  52  6.3.  c.  145.  s.  10. 

And  be  it  further  declared  and  enacted,  that  if  any  persons, 
to  the  number  of  lliree  or  more,  armed  with  Fire  Arms  or 
other  offensive  Weapons,  shall  hereafter  within  Great  Britain, 
or  within  the  Limits  of  any  Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek  thereof  or 
within  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  within  the  Limits  of  any  Port,  Har- 
bour, or  Creek  thereof,  be  assembled  in  order  to  be  aiding  and 
assisting  in  the  illegal  Exportation  of  Wool  or  other  Goods  pro- 
hibited to  be  exported ;  or  in  the  carrjring  of  Wool  or  other 
such  Goods  in  order  to  such  Exportation  ;  or  in  the  illegal 
rumiing,  landing,  or  carrying  away  prohibited  or  uncustomed 
Goods,  or  Goods  liable  to  pay  any  Duties  which  shall  not  have 
been  paid  or  secured ;  or  in  the  illegal  relanding  of  any  Goods 
whatsoever,  which  shall  have  been  shipped  or  exported  upon 
Debenture  or  Certificate,  or  from  any  Warehouse  wherein 
such  Wool  or  other  Goods  shall  have  been  deposited  under  any 
Act  of  Parliament  for  the  seeming  the  Home  Consumption 
Duties  thereon;  or  in  rescuing  or  taking  away  any  such  Wool 
or  other  Goods  as  aforesaid  aflter  Seizure  from  any  Officer  or 
Officers  of  the  Customs  or  Excise,  or  other  Officer  or  Officers 
authorized  to  seize  the  same,  or  other  person  or  persons  em- 
ployed by  him  or  them,  or  assisting  him  or  them,  or  from  the 
Place  where  the  same  shall  have  been  lodged  by  him  or  them ; 
or  in  rescuing  any  person  who  shall  have  been   iqpprehended 
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ibr  any  of  the  Offences  made  Fqlony  by  any  Act  relating  to  the 
Revenues  of  Customs  or  Excise  of  Great  Britain^  or  in  pre- 
venting the  apprehending  any  person  who  shall  have  been  guilty 
of  any  such  Offence ;  or  in  case  any  persons,  to  the  number  of 
Hu-ee  or  more,  so  armed  as  aforesaid,  shall  hereafler  within  Great 
Britain,  or  within  the  Limits  of  any  Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek 
thereof,  or  within  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  within  the  Limits  of  any 
Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek  thereof  be  so  aiding  or  assisting ;  or 
if  any  person  shall  maliciously  shoot  at  or  upon  any  Ship,  Vessel, 
or  Boat  belonging  to  his  Majesty's  Navy,  or  in  the  Service  of 
the  Customs  or  Excise  within  the  Limits  of  any  Port,  Harbour, 
or  Creek  of  Great  Britain,  or  within  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  within 
the  Limits  of  any  Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek  thereof^  or  in  any 
Port  of  the  British  or  Irish  Channels,  or  on  the  High  Se^ 
within  One  hundred  Leagues  of  the  Coast  of  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland ;  or  if  any  person  shall,  either  on  Shore  or  on  the  Water, 
within  the  Limits  last  aforesaid^  maliciously  shoot  at,  maim, 
or  dangerously  wound  any  Officer  or  0£Scers  of  his  Majesty's 
Army,  Navy,  Marines,  Militia,  or  Volunteers,  or  any  other  his 
Majesty's  Military  or  Naval  Forces,  or  of  the  Customs  or  Ex- 
cise, or  any  other  person  or  persons  aiding  or  assisting  any  such 
Officer  or  Officers  when  acting  in  the  due  Execution  of  his  or 
their  Duty  under  any  of  the  Powers,  Authorities,  and  Provisions 
of  any  Act  relating  to  the  Revenues  of  Customs  or  Excise  of 
Great  Britain,  or  of  any  Act  for  the  Prevention  of  Smuggling ; 
every  person  so  offending,  and  every  person  aiding,  abetting,  or 
assisting  therein,  shall,  being  thereof  convicted,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  Eelohy,  and  shall  suffer  Death  as  a  Felon,  without 
Benefit  of  Clergy ;  and  every  such  Offence  which  shall  be  com- 
mitted within  any  Port,  Harbour,  Creek,  Haven,  or  Roadstead  , 
of  Guernsey,  Jersey,  Aldemey,  Sark,  or  Man  respectively,  the 
same  may  and  shall  be  enquired  of,  tried,  and  determined  in 
the  said  Islands  respectively;  and  every  such  Offence  com- 
mitted elsewhere  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  may  and  shall  be 
enquired  of,  tried,  and  determined  in  any  County  of  the  United 
Kingdom ;  and  every  such  Offence  committed  within  England, 
Scotland^  or  Ireland  respectively,  may  and  shall  be  enquired 
of,  tried,  and  determined  within  such  Part  of  the  said  United 
Kingdom  in  which  such  Offence  shall  have  been  respectively  com^^ 
mitted,  but  (1)  in  any  County  (H*  Shire  of  such  Part  of  the  said

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United  Kingdom,  in  such  Manner  and  Form  as  if  the  Offence 
had  been  committed  in  the  County  or  Shire  in  which' the  same 
shall  be  enquired  of,  tried,  and  determined,  s.

Proceedings  in  jf  any  person  shall  be  charged  by  Information  on  Oath  before 
^^'oundi^,l'c.  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  person  competent  to  take  sach 
in  cases  relating  Information  in  any  part  of  thd  United  Kingdom,  with  being 
tionof  wooi,&c.  guilty  of  SO  assembling,  aiding,  or  assisting,  or  of  so  maliciously 

shooting,  maiming,  or  wounding  as  aforesaid,  within  the  Limits 
herein-before  respectively  specified,  in  any  case  wlierein  any 
such  Officer  as  aforesaid,  or  any  person  aiding  or  assisting  any 
such  Officer  in  the  Execution  of  his  duty,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  been  killed,  such  Information  shall  be  forthwith  certified  by 
the  Justice  or  other  perscxi  taking  tlie  same,  under  his  Hand  £i(nd 
Seal,  to  one  of  his  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  who 
shall  forthwith  lay  the  same  before  his  Majesty  in  his  Privy 
Council;  and  his  Majesty  may  thereupon,  if  he  sliall  so  think  fit, 
by  his  Order  in  Council,  require  and  command  the  person  so 
charged  with  such  Offence,  that  he  do,  within  the  space  of  Sixty 
Days,  or  such  longer  time  as  to  his  Majesty  shall  seem  fit,  after 
the  publication  of  such  Order  in  the  London  Gazette,  surrender

mitted to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  specified  in  such  Order,  who 
shall,  within  Fourteen  Days  after  the  receipt  of  such  copy, 
cause  the  same  to  be  proclaimed  between  the  Hours  of  Ten  in 
the  Morning  and  Two  in  the  Afternoon,  in  the  respective  Mar- 
ket Places,  upon  the  respective  Market  Days  of  Two  Market 
Towns  in  the  same  County,  if  there  sliail  be  Two  such  Towns, 
and  if  therfe  shall  be  only  one  such  Town,  then  in  such  Town, 
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wA  in  some  other  Place  of  genera]  resort  within  such  County, 
and  shall  also  cause  a  true  copy  of  such  copy  of  such  Order  to 
be  affixed  upon  some  public  Place  in  each  of  such  Market 
Towns  or  other  Place  where  such  Proclamation  shall  be  made ; 
and  if  the  person  charged  with  such  Offence  as  aforesaid,  shall 
surrender  himself  according  to  such  Order,  the  Justice  or  othev 
person  to  whom  he  shall  so  surrender,  shall  commit  him  to  some 
Gaol  or  Prison  within  the  limits  of  his  Jurisdiction,  to  be  there 
dealt  with  according  to  Law ;  but  if  such  person  so  charged  and 
proclaimed  as  aforesaid,  sliall  not  so  surrender  himself  within 
the  Time  limited  in  such  Order,  or  shall  after  Surrender 
and  before  Trial  for  such  Offence  escape  from  Justice,  such 
Person  shall,  from  the  Day  appointed  for  such  Surrender,  be 
adjudged  to  be  a  Person  attainted  of  Felony,  and  shall  suffer 
Death  as  a  Felon  without  ^Benefit  of  Clergy,  if  the  Offence  shall 
be  charged  to  have  been  committed  in  England,  or  within  the 
limits  of  any  Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek  in  England  or  Ireland^  or 
within  One  hundred  Leagues  of  the  Coast  thereof;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Court  of  King^s  Bench,  or  tlie  Justices  of  Oyer 
or  General  Gaol  Delivery,  or  Great  Sessions,  for  the  County  or 
Place  where  such  Offender  shall  be,  to  award  execution  against 
such  Offender,  in  such  manner  as  if  he  liad  been  convicted  and 
attainted  in  tlie  said  Court  of  King's  Bench,  or  before  such  Jus- 
tices of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  or  General  Gaol  Delivery,  or  Great 
Sessions  respectively ;  and  if  the  Offence  shall  be  charged  to 
have  been  committed  in  Scotland,  or  within  any  Port  or  Har- 
bour or  Creek  thereof,  or  within  One  hundred  Leagues  of  the 
Coasts  thereof,  such  Offender  shall  in  the  like  case  be  adjudged, 
deemed,  and  taken  to  be  convicted  of  a  capital  Crime,  and  shall 
suffer  the  Pain  of  Death,  and  Confiscation  of  Moveables,  as  in 
the  case  of  a  Person  found  guilty  of  a  capital  Crime  and  under 
Sentatce  for  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be.  lawful  for  the  Court  of 
Justiciary,  or  the  Lords  of  Justiciary  in  their  Circuits  in  Scot- 
land, to  award  execution  against  such  Offender,  in  such  manner 
as  if  he  had  be^i  found  guilty  and  condemned  in  the  said  Courts 
of  Justiciary  or  Circuit  Courts  respectively,  s.  12. 

\  2.  Forgeries  relating  to  the  Revenues  of  Customs  and  Excise. 

The  Statute  41  G.  3.  U.  K.  c.  91.  s.  5.  recites  s.  6.  of  38  G.  S.  persons  forging, 
c.  54.  imposing  a  Penalty  of  ^500  on  the  Forging  of  Excise  Cer-  *^;^j^^"y^"j|'* 
tificates,  and  that  it  is  expedient  ^^  to  repeal  the  said  Clausej  and  rect^a  to  be 
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in  lieu  thereof  to  direct  that  every  person  or  pers<»i8  so  offend- 
ing shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony;''  and  then  enacts,  that 
from  and  after  5th  July  1801,  the  said  Clause  shall  be  repealed; 
and  that  from  and  after  the  said  5th  July  1801,  if  any  person 
or  persons  whatever  shall  counterfeit  or  forge,  or  cause  or  pro* 
cure  to  be  counterfeited  or  forged,  ail^  Certificate  authorized  or 
required  to  be  granted  by  any  Officer  or  Officers  of  Excise 
under  or  by  virtue  of  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Parliament  in  force 
immediately  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  relating  to  any 
of  the  Duties  of  Ebccise;  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  know- 
ingly or  willingly  give  any  false  or  untrue  Certificate  as  aforesaid,  or 
shall  knowingly  or  willingly  accept  or  receive  any  false  or  untrue 
Certificate  as  aforesaid ;  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  firaudu* 
lently  alter  or  erase  any  such  true  Certificate  afler  the  sune  shall 
have  been  given  or  granted  by  the  proper  Officer  or  Officers  of 
Excise ;  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  knowingly  or  willingly 
publish  or  make  use  of  any  such  Certificate  so  counterfeited, 
forged,  false,  untrue,  altered,  or  erased;    then  and   in  every 
such  case  the  person  or  persons   so    offending,    and    being 
thereof  duly  convicted,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony,  and 
shall  for  such  his,  her,  or  their  Offence  be  transported  as  a 
Felon  or  Felons  for  the  space  of  Seven  Years,  in  such  manner 
as  Felons  are  appointed  to  be  transported  by  an  Act  made,  &a 
[24  G.  3.  St.  2.  c.  56.] 

By  the  Statute  41  G.  3.  U.  K.  c.  76.  for  permitting  the  Ex- 
portation  of  Tea  to  Ireland  Duty-free,  it  is  enacted,  (by  s.  7.) 
that  if  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  shall  at  any  time  coun- 
terfeit or  forge,  or  cause  to  be  counterfeited  or  forged,  any  De- 
benture, Certificate,  or  Permit,  in  any  case  in  which  a  Ddben- 
ture.  Certificate,  or  Permit  is  by  this  Act  required  to  be  used, 
giveii,  or  granted,  any  person  so  offending,  and  being  thereof 
convicted  in  due  form  of  Law,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of 
Felony,  and  shall  be  transported  for  the  term  of  Seven  Tears ; 
and  if  anp  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  alter  or 
erase  any  such  Debenture,  Certificate,  or  Permit,  with  intent  or 
for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  his  Majesty's  Officers  of  Customs 
or  Excise,  any  person  so  offending,  and  being  convicted  thereof 
shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Two  hundred  Pounds. 

As  to  the  Forgery  of  Debentures  and  Certificates  relating  to 
the  Revenue  of  Excise,  s^e  ante,  s.  10.  of  the  Statute  52  G.  3. 
c.  143.;  this  Offence  was  before  made  a  capital  Felony  by  the 
Statute  38  G.  3.  c.  j4.  s.  9. 
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Tiien«pectiveCooimnnoa««<rfdwCttBtoin8  in  Great  Britain  f^mauaiaain 
shall  provide  or  ctiue  to  be  prondMi  fluefa  and  ao  numy  Smi»  topfofidestanipt 
orSitnips,  with  whkfaall  the  imported  Linens  during  tbe  eontU  ^.^^2|^^^ 
mttnoe  of  this  Act  shall  be  maxked^  upon  paymant  of  the  Dntiat  and  primed 
thmofaBikforaMidy  and  shall  oausethe  same  to  be  delivered  to  '^>^*^- 
the  i»oper  Ofikers  ofthe  Customs  far  that  purpose;  and  the 
mpective  Commissioners  to  be  iq[>pointed  for  managing  the  said 
Oatia  upon  Silks,  Calkoes,  Lineal  and  StuA  to  be  |»rinted, 
painted,  stained,  or  dyed  in  Great  Britain,  shall  provide  proper 
Seals  or  Stamps  of  anodier  kind,  for  marking  such  ofthe  said 
Silks,  Calicoes,  Linois,  and  Stufis  to  be  printed,  painted,  stained, 
or  dyed  in  Great  Britain  as  aforesaid,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  Act,  as  are  to  be  stamped  and  marked  for  and  in  order 
to  the  charging  ofthe  respective  Duties  for  the  same;  and  also 
10  uiany  Seals  or  Stamps  of  a  third  kind,  vrith  whidi  all  the  said 
Stocks  or  Quantities  of  chequered  and  striped  Linens,  and  of 
SQch  printed,  psanted,  stained,  or  dyed  Goods  as  aforesmd,  upon 
pajing  or  securing  the  said  half  Duties  for  the  some^  are  to  be 
Biarked  or  stamped ;  and  shall  cause  the  sud  respective  Seals 
or  Stamps  to  be  distributed  to  the  Officers  for  the  purposes 
before  mentioned ;  and  the  said  Stamps  may  from  time  to  time 
be  altered  or  renewed;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  Pcnomfor^ 
shall  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  count^eit  or  forge  any  the  uo^dJa 
Stsmp  or  Seal  to  resemble  any  Stamp  or  Seal  which  shall  be  ^^^j^'^^* 
provided  or  made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  or  shall  counterfeit  wUhout  benefit 
or  resemble  the  impression  ofthe  same  i^on  any  ofthe  said  C(mi-  ^^^^r- 
modilies  duirgeaUe  by  this  Act,  thereby  to  defraud  her  Majesty, 
her  Haxs  or  Successors,   of  axif  of  the  said  Duties  hereby 
granted,  then  every  such  perscm  so  offending,  being  thereof  con- 
victed in  due  form  of  Law,  shall  be  adjudged  a  Fel<m,and  shall 
sujEfer  Death  as  in  cases  of  Fdony  without  Benefit  of  Cleigjfr 
10  Ann.  c  19.  s.  97. 

By  Statute  25  O.  S«  c.  72*  s.  17.  the  Commisaoners  of  Excise  Penoosfoigins 
shall,  on  or  before  Isl  August  1785,  provide  proper  Frames  to  the  dutiei  pay- 
denote  the  Measure  ofthe  Commodities  mentioned  in  the  Ai^  ^^^^ 
-tmd  propcqr  Stamps  or  Seals  to  denote  the  charging  the  Duties  conons,  &c.  shall 
thereon,  and  shaU  cause  the  ^id  respectiTc  Frames,  Stamps,  ^^^^  t^out 
and  Sods  to  be  distributed  to  the  respective  Officers  for  the  dtr^y. 
several  purposes  before  mentioned,  vrhich  Officers  are  hereby 
enjoined  and  required  in  using  the  same  to  do  no  hurt  or  da- 
nu^  or  the  least  damage  thi^  may  be,  to  the  Commodities  to 
be  ao  marked  or  stamped ;  and  the  said  Stamps  or  any  of  them 
may  Walteted  or  renewed  from  time  t6  tim^  as  the  said  respec* 
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tive  Commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time  think  "fit ;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter 
counterfeit  or  forge  any  Stamp  or  Seal  to  resemble  any  Stamp 
or  Seal  which  shall  be  provided  in  pursuance  of '  diis  Act,  to 
denote  the  charging  the  Duties^on  th^  said  Linens,  Staffs  made 
of  Cotton  mixed  with  other  Matmals,  Stuis  wholly  made  of 
Cotton 'Wool  wove  ia  Great  Britain^  British  Muslins  dnd  Fu6^ 
lians,  Velvets,  Velverets,  Dimities,  atid  other  figured  Stuffs 
made  of  Cotton  add  other  Materials  mixed,*  or  wholly  made  of 
Cotton  Wool  wove  in  Great  \Britain,  I<*ore%n  Calicoes  dr  Fo- 
reign Muslins,  printed,  staiiled,  painted,  or  dyed  in<7reat  Bri^ 
tain,  'Or  shall  <^unterfeit  or  resemble  the  Impression  of  the  same 
upon  any'of  the  said  Goods  chargeable  by  this  Act,  thereby  to 
defraud  his  Majesty,  his  Heirs  or  Successors,  of  the  said  Duty 
hereby  granted,  then  every  person  so  oilending,  being  thereof 
ooBvicted  in  due  form  of  Law,  shall  be  adjudged  a  Felon,  and 
shall  suffer  Death  as  in  -cases  of  Felony,  without* Benefit  of 
"Clergy;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  at  any  time  or  times 
hereafter  sell  any  such  Commodities  aforesaid,  wifli  a  counter- 
feit Stamp  thereon,  knowing  the  same  to  be  counterfeited,'  and 
with  an  intent  to  defiaud  his  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors, 
all  and  every  such  Offender  and  Offenders,  their  Aiders,  Abet- 
tors, and  Assistants,  being  duly  convicted  as  aforesaid,  shall  for 
every  such  Offence  forfeit  tind  lose  the  Sum  of  One  hundred 
Pounds,  and  shall  be  adjudged  to  stand  in  the  Pillory  in  some 
public  place  for  the  space  of  Two  Hours.  (I) 

By  s.  S4.  this  Penalty  may  be  recovered  by  suc^h  ways  as  any 
fine,  &c.  may  be  sued  for  by  any  of  the  Excise  Laws,  or  by 
Action  of  Debt,  &c.  in  any  Court  of  Record  at  Westminster. 

The  Statute  26G-S.  c.  51.  s.*.  directs,  that  the  Commis- 
sioners for  the  Duties  on  Starch  shall  provide  and  distribute 
proper  Stamps  or  Seals,  for  stamping  or  sealing  the  Papers 
containing  all  Pieces  of  Starch  made  or  papered,  and  which 
Stamps  or  Seals  may  be  varied  or  altered  by  the  Commission- 
ers; and  by  s.  5,  every  Paper  of  Starch  intended  for  Exporta- 
tion shall  be  stamped  or  mai-ked  by  the  Officer  on  the  Label, 
or  Piece  of  fjrin  Paper  directed  to  be  affixed  thereon  [by  s.  2 
bt-the  Act],  with  such  Stamp  or  Mark  so  provided,  having  the 
word- "  Exportation"  denoted  thereon ;  and  then,  by  ».  6,  it  is 
'enalKed,  **  that  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  at  any  time  forge

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or  counterfeit  any  such  Stamp  or  Mark  which  shall  be  so  pro*

cieties have  di^ersed  such  Printed  Pi^rs  among  the  lower 
classes  of  the  Community,  either  gratis  or  at  very  low  prices, 
and  with  an  activity  and  profusion  beyond  all  former  example : 
And  whereas  all  persons  printing  or  publishing  any  Papers  or 
Writings  are  by  Law  answerable  lor  the  contents  thereof;  but

and  former  Course  of  Life  as  may  have  come  to  the  Gaoler^s 
JECnowlcdge ;  and  such  Superintendant  or  Overseer  as  aforesaid 
shall  give  a  proper  Receipt  in  Writing  to  the  Sheriff  or  Gaoler 
for  the  Discharge  of  such  Sheriff  or  Gaolen  56  G.  3.  c  27.  s.9. 

All  such  Fees,  on  the  delivering  out  of  Custody  of  any  such 
Offender  so  ordered  to  be  removed^  as  have  usually  been  paid 
and  would  have  been  due  to  the  Sheriff  or  Gaoler  in  case  sudi 
Offender  had  been  removed  in  order  to  have  been  transported, 
and  all  reasonable  Expences  which  the  Sheriff  or  Gaol^  shall 
incur  in  every  such  Removal,  shall  be  paid  by  the  County, 
Riding,  Division,  City,  Borough,  Liberty,  or  place  for  which 
the  Court  in  which  the  Offender  was  convicted  shall  have 
been  held ;  and  the  Sheriff  or  Gaoler  shall  receive  the  Money 
due  for .  such  Expences  from  the  Treasurer  of  such  Coun^, 
Riding,  Division,  City,  Borough,  Liberty,  or  place^  such  Fees 
and  Expences  beuig  first  allowed  by  the.

pences  at  each  of  such  Places  of  Confinement,  and  shall  state  the

intendant shall  also,  in  matters  of  extreme  necessity,  make  a

If  any  Offender  hath  already  been  ordered  to  be  transported  /udges  may  alter 
to  any  part  beyond  Seas,  or  if  any  Order  shall  at  any  Time  ^""^JStadon, 
hereafter  be  made  for  the  Transportation  of  any  Offender,  and  such 
Order  cannot  be  conveniently  executed  with  respect  to  the  Place

England^  as  the  Money  called  Lushburghj  or  other  like  to  t&e 
said  Money'  of  England^  knowing  the  Money  to  be  false,  to 
merchandize  or  make  Payment,  in  Deceit  of  our  said  Lord  the 
King  and  of  his  People ;   and  if  a  Man  slea  the  Chancellor, 
Treasurer,  or  the  King's  Justices  of  the  one  Bench  or  the  other, 
Justices  in  Eyre  or  Justices  of  Assise,   and  ail  other  Justices 
assigned  to  hear  and  determine,  being  in  their  Places,  doing 
their  Offices.    And  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  in  the  cases  aboye 
rehearsed,  that  ought  to  be  judged  Treason  which  extends  to 
our  Lord  the  King  and  his  Royal  Majesty ;  and  of  such  Treason 
the  Forfeiture  of  the  Escheats  pcrtaineth  to  our  Sovereign  Lord, 
as  well  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  holden  of  other,  as  of  him- 
self.    And  moreover  there  is  another  manner  of  Treason,  that  is 
to  say,  when  a  Servant  slayeth  his  Master,  or  a  Wife  her  Husband, 
or  where  a  Man  secular  or  religious,  slayeth  his  Prelate^  to 
whom  be  oweth  Faith  and  Obedience;  and  of  such  Treason 
the  Escheats  ought  to  pertain  to  every  Lord  of  his  own  Fee. 
And  because  that  many  other  like  cases  of  Treason  may  happen  in 
time  to  come,  "mhich  a  Man  cannot  think  nor  declare  at  thispr^ 
sent  time;  it  is  accorded.  That  if  any  other  case,  supposed  Treasoa, 
which  is  not  above  specified,  doth  happen  before  any  Justices,  the 
Justices  shall  tarry  without  any  going  to  Judgment  of  the  Treason 
till  the  cause  be  shewed  and  declared  before  the  King  and  his 
Parliament,  whether  it  ottght  to  be  judged  Treason  or  other  FeUmy.

Where  for  lack  of  diligent  and  sure  Custody  of  Jurors  sworn 
for  Trials  of  Murthers,  Felons,  and  Accessaries  of  Felonies  and 
Murthers  in  Wales,  and  the  Marches  of  the  same,  divers  Ad* 
herents,  Friends,  and  Kinsfolks  to  such  Offenders  have  resorted

Palatine  of  Chester,  and  of  the  City  of  Chester,  be  ancient  and 
several  Counties  Palatine  of  themselves,  in  all  which  said 
Counties  the  King's  Writ  hath  not,  nor  yet  doth  run ;  so  that 
the  Proclamation  awarded  upon  any  Exigent'against  any  Persoa 
or  Persons  in  any  Action  wherein  Process  of  Outlawry  doth  lie^

any  Person  or  Persons  dwelling  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  Counties 
in  Wales,  or  in  the  said  Counties  Palatine  of  Chester,  or  the 
City  of  Chester,  or  in  any  of  them,  that  then  immediately  upon 
the  awarding  of  every  such  Exigent,  the  Justice  or  Justices  before

Forasmuch  as  daily  divers  Felonies,  Robberies,  and  Mur-  No  posnge  upon 
thers,  been  many  times  committed  and  done  in  the  Counties  of  ^^^^  '^  ^^ 
Gloucester  and  Somerset,  in  the  parts  next  adjoining  unto  the 
Water,  called  the  Water  of  Severn,  between  England  and 
South  Wales ;  and  after  such  Murthers  and  Felonies  done,  the 
said  Robbers,  Felons  and  Murtherers,  with  the  said  Goods  so 
robbed  aad  stolen,  make  their  conveyance  with  the  said  Goods 
so  stolen  by  Night  at  divers  Passages  or  Ferries  over  the  said 
River  or  Water,  as  the  Passages  of  Auste,  Fremeland,  Pyrton, 
Arlingham,  Newenham,  Portsedes,  Poynte,  and  aH  such  other 
like  Passages  over  the  said  River  into  South  Wales,  or  into  the 
Forest  called  the  Forest  of  Dean,  also  adjoining  to  the  same 
Water ;  and  when  they  be  over  the  said  Water,  then  the  Goods 
so  stolen  by  divers  Privileges  there  k^t  albeit  the  Owner  and 
Owners  have  true  and  perfect  knowledge  thereof,  yet  they  so 
robbed  and  spoiled  be  without  remedy  for  to  obtain  their  said 
Goods  so  stolen,  so  that  the  secret  and  sudden  conveyance  by 
Night  of  the  said  Goods  over  the  said  Ferries  and  Passages 
doth  not  only  greatly  encourage  divers  persons  to  come  out  of 
the  parts  of  South  Wales  to  steal,  rob,  and  murther  divers ' 
persons  in  their  Houses  in  the  said  Counties  joining  iqx>n  the 
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said  borders  of  Wales,  but  also  causeth  many  Robberies  sad 
Felonies  in  sundry  ways  to  be  committed  and  done  upon  die 
said  border  near  adjoining  to  the  same  River,  to  the  great  da- 
mage and  hurt  of  the  King's  Subjects  inhabiting  there,  unless 
some  remedy  therefore  be  provided :    It  may  therefore  plesse 
the  King  our  Sovereign  Lord,  and  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  the  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  as- 
sembled, by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  to  enact,  that  every  per- 
son or  persons  taking  upon  him  or  them  to  have  and  keep  any 
of  the  said  Passages,  or  any  other  Passages  upon  Severn  afore- 
said, from  henceforth  do  not  convey,  neither  carry  with  any 
manner  Barge,  Boat,  or  other  Vessel,  any  person  or  persons 
with  Horses,  Mares,  Oxen,  Kine,  or  any  other  Cattle,  nor  do 
other  person  or  persons  belbre  the  time  of  the  Sun  rising  in  the
